M6 crash 
results in 
rush hour 
gridlock 

A LORRY crash caused cha¬ 
os on the West Midlands 
roads, shutting the M6 for 
more than 11 hours and 
bringing the travel network 
‘to its knees’. 

The crash happened just 
after 3pm on Tuesday, send¬ 
ing diesel spilling onto the 
road and shutting it until 
2.30am yesterday. 

Three men, two driving 
HGVs and one driving a car, 
suffered only minor injuries 
in the crash between junc¬ 
tion 6 for Gravelly Hill and 
junction 7 for Great Barr 
northbound. But the road 
closure caused traffic to 
spill out on to surrounding 
routes, leaving many facing 
long journeys home. 

Traffic was diverted off 
the motorway at junction six 
and along the A38 (M) Aston 
Expressway to the junction 
with Dartmouth Circus, the 
westbound A4540 Newtown 
Middleway and the A34 
northbound to rejoin the 
motorway at junction seven. 

There were also delays 
on the southbound M6, as 
people slowed to look at the 
crash. 

Highways Agency bosses 
warned of ‘severe delays’ 
and said surrounding routes 
were ‘very busy’. Many driv¬ 
ers took to social media to 
describe their journeys. One 
Twitter user, called Neil, 
said: “Accident on the M6 
has brought Birmingham’s 
traffic system to its knees. 
Hour and 10 mins so far and 
only gone four miles.”

The Mailing Health Wednesbury Surgery will close on April 11, it has 
been announced, after NHS England decided not to renew its five-year 
contract. More than 2,500 patients will have to move surgeries. Among 
them are some 100 people who are in nursing homes.

Dismay for 
scrap boss 
after blaze 


DOZENS of cars were torched in a suspect¬ 
ed arson attack at a scrapyard in Smeth¬ 
wick which has been hit for the fourth time 
in less than a year. 

The owner of the scrapyard in Lath Lane, 
Maher Mohammed, turned up at his busi¬ 
ness last night to find 47 cars, a van and 
a caravan well alight. He also discovered 
racist graffiti scrawled over some of the ve¬ 
hicles which escaped damage in the blaze. 

A total of 30 firefighters spent two hours 
fighting the ferocious fire, after they were 
called at 11.30pm on Tuesday. They broke 
steel gates to gain entry to the yard before 
pumping water from the nearby Birming¬ 
ham Canal, to tackle the fire . In Decem¬ 
ber 100 vehicles were set alight at the site. 
There were also fires last May and June. 

Mr Mohammed, who is originally from 
Iraq, said: “The site has been burned be¬ 
fore in December. We started to clean up 
the site and we had almost finished and 
then this happened.” 

He believes he is being targeted because 
of his race. Graffiti was sprayed on more 
than 10 of the cars in his yard, including 
one with a message telling him to ‘go back 
home’. 

Yesterday morning, only charred shells of 
the vehicles involved in the blaze remained. 
About 25 vehicles escaped the blaze. 


whom NHS England said it would be ac¬ 
tively helping to relocate to other prac¬ 
tices. Around 30 patients turned out to 
speak their mind on the move at a meeting 
at the Wesley Centre on Tuesday, follow¬ 
ing the decision not to renew the surgery’s 
contract two weeks ago. 

Edna Barker, who heads a patient forum 
at the practice, criticised the fact this de¬ 
cision had been taken without consulting 
with patients first. 

She quoted the Government’s Health 
and Social Act of 2012 which said ‘no deci¬ 
sion about me, without me’. Retired lorry 
driver Michael Walker, of Mark Avenue, 
Wednesbury, was incensed as a diabetic 
who will now need to try and find another 
diabetic nurse at another practice. 

Mr Walker eventually stormed out, tell¬ 
ing NHS England representatives they 
‘would not give a hoot about the people in 
the room once they walked out the door’. 

However, he praised Wednesbury North 
Councillor Elaine Costigan for her work in 
asking health chiefs to perform a U-turn. 

Sandwell Council, the owners of the 
building on High Bullen, needed the prac¬ 
tice to move to allow work to progress on 
the replacement building for the leisure 
centre there. 

The authority has offered NHS Eng¬ 
land the option to relocate the practice to 
a former neighbourhood office on nearby 
King Street which had been used by coun¬ 
cil tenants to pay their rent and bills, but 
a feasibility study declared a fit-out would 
cost £439,000 which NHS England ruled 
out as unaffordable. 

Karen Helliwell, for NHS England, said 
the decision on Mailing Health’s Wednes¬ 
bury Surgery was not taken lightly. 

She said: “We know that patients will be 
upset by the closure of their GP practice 
and we are very sorry for any disruption 
this may cause.”

IT SOUNDS like a fishy tale, but one Ex¬ 
press & Star delivery driver has proved 
any-fin is possible after landing this mon¬ 
ster 501b carp.

When Ellie was eventually pulled out of 
the lake the anglers put her onto the scales 
- and were shocked at her 491b 9oz weight. 
Matt added: “It was probably about 201bs 
more than what I had caught before, about 
twice the size. Since his catch last month 
Matt has featured in a number of angling 
news articles, and has even been stopped in 
the street by fellow fishermen.

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Illegal caught in shop after 10 years 


AN ILLEGAL immigrant was 
caught shopping in a department 
store 10 years after slipping un¬ 
noticed into the country, a judge 
heard. 

Police made the discovery after 
being called to Beatties in Wol¬ 
verhampton city centre around 
midday on February 6, the city’s 
Crown Court was told. There were 
fears that a customer was trying 
to exchange clothes bought with 


counterfeit currency and by chance 
Prabinder Singh was accompanying 
the person involved, explained Mr 
Howard Searle, prosecuting. 

The lawyer continued: “He was 
detained as part of the inquiry al¬ 
though that proved not to be the 
case.” But when police approached 
35-year-old Singh took something 
out of his back pocket and at¬ 
tempted to hide the item by throw¬ 
ing it away, the court heard. 


Mr Searle continued: “It was a 
very amateurish attempt because 
the officers saw where it had gone. 
It was a passport that appeared to 
them to be false and this was later 
confirmed by an expert.” 

The bogus Italian ID document 
was made out in the name of Singh. 
He told police he had bought it 
around six years earlier but could 
not remember how much he paid 
nor or who provided it, it was 


claimed. Mr Jon Roe, defending, 
disclosed: “He came from India 10 
years ago to seek his fortune in this 
country. Since then he has worked 
hard to provide for himself and his 
long term partner.” 

Singh from Rood End Road, Old¬ 
bury pleaded guilty to having an ID 
document with improper intention 
and was jailed for a year. He is ex¬ 
pected to be deported on completion 
of the prison term. 


Bosses and staff are 
sentenced over drugs 


ELEVEN shop owners and workers have 
been sentenced after they sold specialised 
hydroponic equipment for drug cultivation. 

Stores across the Black Country and Birmingham 
were targeted by detectives in February last year 
following a five-month undercover operation, which 
aimed to demonstrate a link between workers’ be¬ 
haviour and the promotion of cannabis production. 


Appeal on 
pensioner 
cash theft 

POLICE want help in track¬ 
ing down the callous female 
thief who robbed a pension¬ 
er of hundreds of pounds 
while the victim was on a 
mobility scooter. 

The 70-year-old was mak¬ 
ing her way to a local super¬ 
market in Wednesbury Oak 
Road, Tipton when a young 
woman stopped her asking 
for change for a pound coin. 

As the disabled woman 
searched her purse the thief 
slyly helped herself to a 
substantial amount of cash 
from the victim’s handbag 
which was on the scooter’s 
handlebars. 

Sergeant Leighton Shin¬ 
gles said: “This was a callous 
robbery against a vulnerable 
lady, who is trying to keep 
her independence in spite 
of her difficulty with mobil¬ 
ity. She has been left badly 
shaken by the theft. The 
thief crossed the road and 
got into the passenger seat 
of a black saloon car which 
drove off along Gospel Oak 
Road. We are asking anyone 
who saw the theft or who 
may have any information 
which will lead us to the cul¬ 
prit to contact us on 101.” 

The theft happened at 
around 1.30pm on Saturday 
22 February. 


Searches were carried 
out at business and home 
addresses of those linked to 
the hydroponic suppliers, 
with £45,000 in cash being 
seized as well as between 
two to three kilos of canna¬ 
bis worth in the region of 
£20,000. The 11 were then 
arrested, in what was an op¬ 
erational first for West Mid¬ 
lands Police in targeting the 
specialist businesses. 

They were all sentenced 
on Tuesday at Birmingham 
Crown Court after having 
all pleaded guilty to assist¬ 
ing others to commit an of¬ 
fence, cannabis production, 
at a previous court hearing. 

Of those from the Black 
Country who were sen¬ 
tenced, self-employed 
Neville Henry, aged 54 of 
Marshall Street, Smethwick, 
and who owns Extra Grow 
Hydroponics at Wednesbury 
Trading Estate, was handed 
six months in prison. 

Shopkeeper Simeon 
Keane, 31 of Severn Acres 
Road, Halesowen, owner 
of Growpatch Ltd, High 
Street, Blackheath, was 
sentenced to 17 weeks sus¬ 
pended for 18 months. 

Packer Paul Williams, 28, 
of Bristnall Hall Road, Old¬ 
bury, who was employed at 
Grow World, Bristol Road 
South, Northfield, was sen¬ 
tenced to 18 weeks in prison. 

Managing director Lor¬ 
raine Mardenborough, 52 
and of Saracen Drive, Sut¬ 
ton Coldfield, who co-owns 
the Red Eye Jungle Shop in 
Stafford Street, Walsall, was 
given a six month sentence 
suspended for 18 months.

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E-ciggies 
charging 
alert after 
new blast 

THEY are seen as an alter¬ 
native to tobacco but West 
Midlands Fire Service is 
warning people about ex¬ 
ploding e-cigarettes. 

It comes after a second 
such explosion in the region 
in as many months. 

On both occasions fire¬ 
fighters say the lithium ion 
batteries blew apart because 
they were connected to 
chargers not provided by the 
e-cigarette manufacturer. 

In the first incident, in a 
Birmingham office, the de¬ 
vice had been left on a desk 
to charge via a computer 
USB port. The owner was 
away from his desk when 
the battery sprayed its hot 
contents towards where he 
had been sitting only a few 
minutes earlier. 

A similar e-cigarette 
battery has since exploded 
when it was left to charge in 
a house in Solihull. The re¬ 
sulting fire and smoke dam¬ 
aged much of the room and 
its contents - three people 
had to flee the property. 

The fire service has now 
published a list of safety 
guidelines for users of 
e-cigarettes. They include 
always using a charger 
supplied with the device or 
recommended by the man¬ 
ufacturer, and charging the 
device on a flat, solid and 
stable surface.

Centre shaping up to help 
boost health and fitness 


THE councillors look in awe as 
they are dwarfed by the huge 
shell that will one day be trans¬ 
formed into Sandwell’s latest lei¬ 
sure attraction. 

Here is a first glimpse of West Brom¬ 
wich’s new £12.5 million leisure centre 
- and the shell of the 25-metre swim¬ 
ming pool that will become its centre¬ 
piece. 

Workmen are putting the final touches 
to the striking red, curved faqade and 
glass-panelled entrance hall as the spacious 
swimming pool and its seated area takes 
shape. 

When it opens to the public in June, the 
state-of-the-art centre in Moor Street cen¬ 
tre will boast a six-lane swimming pool, as 
well as a learner pool with an adjustable 
floor that can be raised or lowered, mean¬ 
ing it can be used by those of all ages and 
ability. 

Studios 

There will also be two multi-purpose 
studios, a four-court sports hall, sauna and 
steam room, a 100 station fitness suite, a 
cafe and a children’s adventure play area. 

The centre is expected to welcome around 
600,000 visitors a year, with 100 jobs being 
created. 

Although the centre is being built by 
Sandwell Council, it will be run by Places 
for People Leisure Ltd, meaning there will 
be no ongoing revenue costs for the author¬ 
ity as it struggles to save £120m out of its 
budget. 

The council’ sfinance boss Councillor 
Steve Eling said: “We’ve given a long term 
commitment to West Bromwich on a new 
leisure centre, and it actually wont require 
any council tax payer subsidy - it will be 
self-financing. 

“We will set the charges for the swim¬ 
ming, so those will be the same as all of the 
other leisure centres, but Places for People 
will set the charges for the dance studio, 
sauna, sports hall and the rest, and they 
will need to be competitive with the rest of 
the market. 

“We are funding the capital for it, but 
there’s no revenue running cost for the 
council.” 

An underspend of £300,000 has actually 
been predicted for the leisure centre, with

that money being pumped into a separate 
leisure scheme in Wednesbury. 

Councillor Eling said the contract for that 
leisure centre, to be built in High Bullen, is 
expected to be let next week. 

He added: “We are going to invest some 
capital into Wednesbury, but the costs then 
are typically going to be half of what they 
were for the old leisure centre. 

“Local authorities can just shut leisure 
centres, or they can do what we are doing 
and invest on the basis that you actually get 
facilities that are more cost efficient. 

“We took a bit of a bold decision, but it 
was the right thing to do.” 

An information marketing suite has now 


been opened on the site in West Bromwich 
where people can ask questions and join the 
centre, and the council is hoping to get as 
many people signed up as possible ahead of 
the summer.

Peter Kirkham, development director for 
Places for People Leisure Ltd, said: “We are 
confident that West Bromwich Leisure Cen¬ 
tre will add real social value to the area and 
is on schedule to open early in the summer. 

“The information office is now open on 
the site and our staff are available to an¬ 
swer any enquiries.” 

As part of a drive for new members, 


Places for People is offering the chance to 
win a three month membership in a free 
prize draw, and the council is also offering 
100 free day passes. 

Councillor Paul Moore, in charge of 
health and wellbeing, said: “I want to give 
Sandwell residents the opportunity to try 
out the new facilities so they can see what 
they will get for their money first hand.”

May calls Christina’s death tragedy 


THE stabbing of schoolgirl Christi¬ 
na Edkins was labelled a ‘tragedy’ 
on the anniversary of her death, by 
the Home Secretary. 

Last Thursday, Theresa May vis¬ 
ited Halesowen, where the 16-year- 
old was a pupil, and spoke with MP 
James Morris and transport police 
at the town’s bus station. 

The visit occurred on the anni¬ 
versary purely by coincidence as 
Mrs May had been planning to visit 


fellow Tory Mr Morris for some 
time. Christina, a pupil at Leasowes 
School, was stabbed to death on a 
bus by paranoid schizophrenic Phil¬ 
lip Simelane. 

Mr Morris has been calling for 
immediate prison sentences to be 
given to people caught carrying 
knives. 

Mrs May did not make any prom¬ 
ises, but said the Government had 
been looking at the issue. She said: 


“We have toughened up on the issue 
of knives. We see, sadly, too many 
young people losing their lives as a 
result of knife crime. But we have 
been looking at the presumption 
that someone should go to prison if 
there are aspects of knife crime and 
I think there’s a number of things 
this tragic incident raises. 

“It raises the question of people 
coming out of prison, the question 
of re-offending, of interaction with 


mental health issues and also obvi¬ 
ously, earlier on, I was with an in¬ 
spector looking at the issues around 
the transport network. 

“I was really interested to hear 
the good work being done here in 
relation to transport to provide re¬ 
assurance.” 

Mrs May met with members of 
the Safer Travel Partnership, which 
involves police going onto buses and 
working with schools and colleges. 


Pair in Taser assault 
at party locked up 


A 17-YEAR-OLD was knocked to the ground 
by an electric charge from a Taser-type 
weapon and beaten with a cosh when vio¬ 
lence flared at a house party, a judge heard. 

Kieran Horton was pounced on shortly before 
midnight by people he did not know but had seen 
earlier in the back garden of the address in Haden 
Hill Road, Cradley Heath, Wolverhampton Crown 


Court was told. 

Mr Oliver Woolhouse, 
prosecuting, said: “He was 
chatting with people out¬ 
side the property when he 
was attacked by some of the 
males he had seen earlier. 
He was hit numerous times, 
struck on the face and shoul¬ 
der with a cosh or baton and 
fell to the floor after receiv¬ 
ing an electric shock from a 
Taser-type device.” 

The brutal assault was 
halted by other revellers. 
Mr Horton was taken to 
hospital where he received 
treatment for a fractured 
collar bone. 

He also had two front 
teeth broken, a lacerated 
lip and marks to his body 
where the Taser-type device 
had come into contact with 
his skin following the inci¬ 
dent on December 20, 2012, 
the court was told. 

Vito Chander and Jack 
Flood pleaded guilty to af¬ 
fray on the basis that they 
took part in the incident 
but were not armed and had 
not personally cause the 
victim’s injuries. This was 
accepted by the prosecution.

£2,000 compensation.

A MAN has been arrested following an assault in Smeth¬ 
wick. A man flagged down a police officer in Londonderry 
Lane on Saturday morning to report an attack that had 
taken place minutes before in Hall Road. 

Officers took the details of his attacker and he received 
medical treatment for facial injuries. 

Using information gathered from the victim officers vis¬ 
ited a local address and arrested a 22-year-old man on sus¬ 
picion of wounding. 

He has been released on police bail pending further en¬ 
quiries.

A RETIRED electrician died 
after his health deteriorated 
following a fall in his gar¬ 
den, an inquest has ruled. 

George Hampton, who 
was widowed from his wife 
Hazel for around 10 years, 
slipped on some moss in 
the back garden of his Oval 
Road home, Tipton, where 
he lived with his grand¬ 
daughter. 

The 82-year-old had been 
told by granddaughter Hay- 
ley not to go out in the gar¬ 
den on his own while she 
was at work as a nursing 
sister in a prison, Smeth¬ 
wick Coroner’s Court heard. 

After he made his way 
back into his home after his 
fall, Mr Hampton triggered 
an alert on a pendant linked 
to his daughter Sue’s mo¬ 
bile phone. Family members 
went to the house and called 
an ambulance there before 
he was admitted to Sandwell 
Hospital on February 19, 
where he was found to have 
suffered three broken ribs. 

His health however de¬ 
teriorated while he was in 
hospital and he needed to 
be moved to critical care be¬ 
fore he died on March 4 at 
8.50pm. Black Country Sen¬ 
ior Coroner Robin Balmain- 
concluded Mr Hampton’s 
death was as the result of 
an accident.

Landlords set to have a 
say on licensing scheme

A CONSULTATION has now been launched 
over a scheme that could see landlords in 
Sandwell having to pay to be licensed. 

The initiative, which would initially be launched 
in six pilot areas containing around 2,100 relevant 
homes, has been drawn up in a bid to reduce an¬ 
ti-social behaviour and ensure private landlords are 
helping to keep neighbourhoods clean. 

It would also ensure any 
rogue landlords look after 
their tenants and proper¬ 
ties. If adopted, the plan 
would mean landlords would 
have to get a one-off licence 
for each property that they 
own, which would cost £150 
or £500 depending on when 
they are applied for. They 
would also be subject to a 
series of tests to become li¬ 
censed. 

Councillor Ian Jones, 
in charge of jobs and the 
economy at Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil, said: “I’m pleased that 
Sandwell has a lot of good 
landlords out there who 
recognise their responsibil¬ 
ities and care about their 
tenants. 

“Unfortunately there are 
other landlords who allow 
their tenants to live in ap¬ 
palling conditions, or don’t 
take action against tenants 
causing anti-social behav¬ 
iour. As a result, we are still 
having to take some land¬ 
lords to court. 

“We’ve identified areas 
with a high proportion of 
private rented accommoda¬ 
tion where we believe licens¬ 
ing can help with improving 
neighbourhoods and peo¬ 
ple’s lives.” 

The six areas being pro¬ 
posed to become selective 
licensing areas, for up to 
five years, fall within parts 
of Smethwick, Old Hill, Tip- 
ton, Wednesbury and two 
within West Bromwich. 

A 10-week consultation 
started on Monday, and will 
run until May 12. 


City shops 
miss out 
online 
ignorance 

INDEPENDENT retailers 
in Birmingham are missing 
out on business by failing 
to embrace digital opportu¬ 
nities, according to a new 
report. 

The Birmingham Digital 
Cities retail report analysed 
data from 2,269 shops across 
the city. It found 80 per cent 
of local independent retail¬ 
ers were not currently trad¬ 
ing online and of those that 
were 78 per cent of their 
websites had not been built 
with mobile phone devices 
in mind. 

The report for Thomson 
local also revealed that 41 
per cent of local independ¬ 
ent retailers have not had 
‘social shares’ on either 
Facebook and Twitter. Jane 
Byrne, head of marketing 
for Thomson Local ‘s data 
division, said: “Our latest re¬ 
search shows Birmingham’s 
independent retailers are 
missing out on huge sales 
potential. 

“With the retail sector 
under pressure from uncer¬ 
tainty and falling sales, local 
retailers cannot afford to ig¬ 
nore their customer’s digital 
experience.”

Skills gap key to 
better business

SIMON PENFOLD outlines 
the good, the bad and the 
ugly of the Black Country’s 
economic situation 


WE are building more homes in 
the Black Country, our children 
are doing better at school and 
more people are in work than 
there were a year ago. 

There has been a 3,000 hike in the 
workforce across Wolverhampton, 
Walsall, Dudley and Sandwell. 

However, the nitty-gritty of this is 
that 9,000 new jobs created in the pri¬ 
vate sector were partly wiped out by the 
loss of 6,000 public sector jobs as Govern¬ 
ment spending cuts bit deep across local 
authorities and state-funded bodies. 

At the same time, people in the Black 
Country are much less physically active 
than the UK average. And figures for in¬ 
fant death, diabetes and childhood obe¬ 
sity are significantly worse than for the 
UK as a whole. 

The facts and figures are all revealed 
in a newly published Economic Review, 
a look at the Black Country and the state 
we are in. It has been compiled by the 
economic intelligence unit of the Black 
Country Consortium, the organisation 
set up between local business leaders and 
local authorities more than a decade ago 
to co-ordinate their efforts to regenerate 
the area. 

To keep track of progress - or the lack 
of it - the Consortium compiles huge 
amounts of data every year. 

One of the key numbers it produces 
is something called the ‘output gap’. It 
effectively compares how well the Black 
Country is performing as a local econ¬ 
omy, and how well it should be perform¬ 
ing compared to the rest of the UK. 

The bad news is that an overall assess¬ 
ment shows the Black Country’s econ¬ 
omy is around £7.8 billion short of where 
it needs to be. The worse news is that 
figure has been getting bigger. 


Since 2004 is has gone up by around 
£3 billion, and last year it rose another 
£200 million. 

This is partly because we have too 
few people in jobs, and partly because 
our people don’t have good enough 
skills. But the biggest problem is that 
the Black Country economy lacks dy¬ 
namism - it underperforms in terms 
of competition, investment, innovation 
and enterprise. We simply don’t create 
enough businesses. 

In the UK as a whole, for every 10,000 
people around 42 businesses are created 
every year. In the Black Country that 


falls to just 30. Across the area that 
means 1,453 businesses that should be 
started, aren’t. 

And the area loses out in terms of 
wages, spending, taxes and all the other 
benefits healthy businesses bring to an 
area to the tune of £5.4 billion. But the 
businesses we do have are often doing 
very well indeed. 

Around 90,000 people in the Black 
Country have jobs in what is now called 
the High Value Manufacturing sector. 
That is firms making parts for cars, 
planes, oil rigs, pipelines and anything 
else that requires engineering know¬ 


how and precision. The result is that 
the Black Country has become the heart 
of the UK’s engineering components 
industry. Parts made in Dudley, West 
Bromwich, Oldbury, Walsall or Wolver¬ 
hampton are now going into virtually 
every car and aircraft now being pro¬ 
duced in the UK. 

Companies like Jaguar Land Rover, 
with its new engine plant on the i54, and 
Tata Steel, with its major investment at 
the Wednesfield Steelpark, see the Black 
Country as an area with a manufactur¬ 
ing future. But that has brought its own 
set of problems - the biggest of which 
is the region’s skills gap, says Stewart 
Towe, chairman of the Local Enterprise 
Partnership. 

Mr Towe said the skills issue was 
‘absolutely critical’ and is appealing to 
more young people - and their parents 
- to consider careers in engineering 
and manufacturing. Mr Towe, who is 
also head of Smethwick manufacturing 
group Hadley, said: “One of our biggest 
problems is that we have too many ‘life¬ 
style businesses’.” 

Earnings 

A lack of skills is a big factor in an¬ 
other area where the Black Country is 
still losing out: wages. The average earn¬ 
ings for a Black Country person in full 
time work last year was £23,256. That 
is up £216 on the previous year but still 
£3,761 short of the national average. 

Unemployment remains high, at 11.2 
per cent compared to eight per cent na¬ 
tionally. To get us up to the national 
average would mean more than 16,000 
people finding a job. 

Transport is another big issue, and 
the last year has seen work under 
way on the £36 million M54 junction 
2 scheme, improving access to the i54 
business site, as well as the £25m A41 
West Bromwich Underpass. 

The Economic Review shows that the 
Black Country is making progress in 
areas such as education and training, 
building new homes and - gradually - 
increasing jobs. But it also underlines 
that this area has a long way to go.

1984

he said. “The council has been 
ridiculously heavy-handed.” 

FRANK Sinatra was reported 
to be in good shape and anxious 
to return to the stage days after 
collapsing during a concert in 
Virginia. 

POLICE removed the distinc¬ 
tive sign outside the Gloucester 
‘House of Horrors’ after a ninth 
body was found buried at the 
site. Its owner, Gloucester build¬ 
er Fred West, appeared before 
magistrates in the city charged 
with five more murders, in addi¬ 
tion to the three charges he was 
already facing.

Timber stacks go up in 
smoke at recycling plant 


THICK smoke filled the air 
and flames ripped through 
stacks of timber as the third 
fire in seven years broke out 
at a Black Country recycling 
plant. 

Six fire engines and more than 
firefighters were sent to Bloom¬ 
field Recycling in Tipton after a 
blaze broke out in three recycling 
bays at the firm on Sunday. 

Huge flames could be seen leaping 
from the site as firefighters worked 
to bring them under control. They 
used three firefighting jets - fuelled 
by water from the nearby canal - to 
extinguish the flames. 

Bloomfield Road was closed to traffic 
as they fought the fire. The plume of 
smoke could be seen from more than 
three miles away, but due to the direc¬ 
tion of the wind the fire service and of¬ 
ficers from the environmental health 
department deemed there was no risk 
to local residents or the neighbouring 
train line.

Mr Lindop said the site’s machinery 
had not been damaged in the fire. 

The blaze at the plant is the latest in 
a number of fires to affect large waste 
plants in the West Midlands and is the 
third time that the same site has gone 
up in flames in seven years - with the 
last fire taking place in 2011. 

Fire crews have so far not been able 
to determine what caused the fire, but 
it follows a similar fire at the Jayplas 
site on Dartmouth Road, which was 
the largest blaze ever tackled by the 
West Midlands Fire Service.Neil Grif¬ 
fiths, Operational Commander for 
Black Country South said: “The West 
Midlands has had a number of similar 
fires recently and it is something that 
is being looked at nationally with col¬ 
leagues from other fire services. 

“We hope to find a way of reducing 
the risk of these fires happening in the 
future.” 


Residents remained in their homes 
with some gathering to watch. Later 
they brought out cups of tea to show 
their thanks to the thirsty firefighters. 

The company, which employs seven 
people, takes in wood and MDF from 
the public and businesses before 
shredding it and sending it to its sis¬ 
ter company Bloomfield Composting 
in Cannock. 

The three bays impacted measure at 
60 ft by 60 ft and each had wood chip 
piles 12 ft high inside. 

Robert Lindop, the site manager, 
said much of the stored timber had 
been destroyed by the blaze. 

He said: “I’m gutted, really. If 
someone has started this, I’d question 
why someone could do something like 
this. 

“The fire will mean we will have 
nothing coming in and out of here for 
a whole week. ” 

He added: “This is the third time 
in seven years that this has happened 
here. Last time it took 24 hours to put 
it out and a further five days for us to 
start operating again.”

Benefits crackdown 
sees foodbank rush 



West Bromwich Community Church, where the foodbank is based 


MORE than 130 children re¬ 
ceived help from a food bank 
in West Bromwich last month 
- leading to concerns about 
the impact of a crackdown 
on family benefits. 

Members of West Bromwich 
Community Church Food Bank 
said that 131 children were fed us¬ 
ing their service during February. 

Of this total, it is claimed 38 were 
helped as a direct result of families 
being penalised over benefits. 

The service, based in Victoria Street, 
was created six years ago to help feed 
people under financial hardship and 
now regularly sees around 100 people 
come through their doors each week. 

Keith Turner, the projects co-ordi- 
nator, said: “Last April we were seeing 
around 70 to 80 people turn up every 
week to collect food, but during Janu¬ 
ary this year, we saw around 118 peo¬ 
ple come asking for help in one week. 
Recently we have seen a steady in¬ 
crease in the number of people coming 
to us, especially since the clampdown 
on benefits sanctions. 

“The problem is that if they stop 
one benefit then they stop all claims, 
which rather than affecting just the in¬ 
dividual affects the whole family. We 
have had parents come in who haven’t 
eaten for two or three days in order to 
make sure their children are fed. My 
ambition is to close the food bank be¬ 
cause there is no longer a need for it 
, but I don’t see that happening any 



part of a £75,000 package of funding 
for food banks in the borough. 

MP Tom Watson met with Mr 
Turner to discuss the situation. The 
MP for West Bromwich said: “We are 
seeing more and more people using 
these food banks either because they 
have lost their jobs or, more commonly 


now, are affected by sanctions on their 
benefits. For some of these people, the 
first time they find out that they have 
been sanctioned is when they visit 
their bank account and as the figures 
show every member of the family is 
suffering as a result of the way claims 
are being handled.” 

He said that now more than any 


other time before in his life, he could 
see how severely people were being af¬ 
fected by the cost of living and changes 
to the benefits system. 

It was revealed last week that be¬ 
tween April 1 and June 30, 2013, 
690 people in Sandwell had appealed 
against sanctions brought against 
them, of which 350 were upheld.

SHE met Princess Diana, Mu¬ 
hammad Ali and was regularly 
seen on police duty covering her 
beloved football club, the Sad¬ 
dlers. 

Tributes have now been paid to former 
police officer Julie Skidmore who served in 
the Black Country during her 30 year ca¬ 
reer in the force, and who lost her six year 
battle with ovarian cancer last month. 

More than 400 people attended her fu¬ 
neral on Monday. The popular 56 year-old 
from Walsall was the first female officer at 
Saddlers games and was even captured on 
camera kicking the ball back into play at 
the old Fellows Park ground. 

She continued to hold the football club 
close to her heart as a fan and even worked 
in the Bescot Stadium control room after 
her retirement from the force. 

During her three decades patrolling the 
beat in Walsall she received a commenda¬ 
tion for bravery in 1996 after being threat¬ 
ened with a 14 inch sword after executing a 
search warrant in Pleck.

She was known to many in the commu¬ 
nity under her maiden name Dale having 
joined the force in August 1976. 

She mainly covered the town centre, 
Alumwell, Pleck and Caldmore areas and 
later on was also involved with CID. 

The grandmother-of-one was diagnosed 
with cancer and would regularly travel to 
Surrey for treatment at the Royal Marsden 
Hospital. 

Even during this and following her retire¬ 
ment she still worked as a civilian at sta¬ 
tions including Erdington, Sutton Coldfield 
and at Lloyd House in Birmingham. She 
would help set up open days. 

Following her diagnosis her family were 
braced she may have up to just two more 
years, but due to her determination and 
care she prolonged her life for years more. 

She underwent clinical trials at the hos¬ 
pital and after the support she received 
the Julie Skidmore Climb Every Mountain 
Fund has been created in her honour and 
will raise money for the Royal Marsden 


Cancer Charity. A charity walk of 40 miles 
from Walsall to Port Vale for the game in 
April is also being planned to raise money 
for the cause. 

Mrs Skidmore, of Pelsall, passed away 
last month and leaves behind husband of 
27 years Mark and daughter Danielle. 

After being able to prolong her life in 
the last she managed to see her daughter 
get married, welcome the birth of her first 
grandchild Georgy last year and go to her 
favourite place Salzburg. 

Amazing 

Daughter Danielle, aged 27, said: “She 
was very bubbly, very infectious and it has 
hit everyone very hard. 

“She lived for everybody else, she would 
do anything for anybody, she had this 
amazing smile. 

“She remained a Wpc, she never really 
wanted to climb the ladder, on reflection 
she always said maybe I should have done it 
but she was always involved in the commu¬ 
nity. She was the first female police officer 
to police a game down at Fellows Park. She 


was notorious for being on the touchline 
and there is a picture of her kicking the 
football in her uniform. She still worked as 
a civilian while she was having treatment.” 

As a police officer she helped set up Hos¬ 
pital Watch to help improve security at Wal¬ 
sall Manor. 

She was on security duty when boxer 
Ali was in Birmingham for a promotional 
event and one of her biggest highlights was 
to meet Princess Diana when she visited the 
hospital’s maternity unit in 1991. 

Danielle, aged 27, said: “When Diana was 
given flowers she passed them back to her, 
she called herself Diana’s flower girl. She 
loved it she was so proud.” 

Mrs Skidmore and the fundraising in 
her memory will be featured in the Walsall 
matchday programme for the weekend’s 
game against Wolves. 

The funeral took place at St Peter’s 
Church in Little Aston on Monday with 
the police force doing a guard of honour.

THE London 2012 Olympic 
slogan promised to ‘inspire a 
generation’, and that’s what 
Paralympic gold medal win¬ 
ner Ellie Simmonds aimed for 
during a question and answer 
session with school pupils. 

The 19-year-old from Aldridge 
popped into St Michael’s CE High 
School in Rowley Regis to answer 
a host of questions from a thea¬ 
tre-full of students. 

It is hoped the initiative will have 
inspired the young year eight children 
to achieve not just in sport, but also 
at school and other areas of their life. 

The visit was organised as the 
school’s head of RE is a family friend 
of the four-time Paralympic swimming 
champion. 

Assistant headteacher Faye Jeffreys 
said: “This is about raising achieve¬ 
ment, to get students more access to 
aspiring role models.

“They expected me to easily get a 
gold, so that was a lot of pressure, and 
nerve-racking. ” 

She also spoke about her time at 
school, saying: “I really liked school, 
they were really supportive. 

“I’m at college now, I should have 
finished but with swimming I’ve had 


to balance it, and do school part-time. 

“I should have finished and be in uni 
but it’s taking a bit longer. 

“I still did my GCSEs and passed 
them. Education is really important 
still, I’m trying to get my A Levels at 
the moment. 

“You have got to have something to 
fall back on and hopefully I will be able 


to get to university,” she said. Twelve- 
year-old pupil Rosie Carter said: “It’s 
been inspiring. 

“Ellie is an inspiration to many peo¬ 
ple across the country. 

“I wanted to find out what age she 
was when she started swimming, and 
who inspired her to become a Paralym¬ 
pic swimmer.”

TRIBUTES have been paid to 
men that lost their lives in a 
horrific mine fire more than 
100 years ago. 

Members of Hamstead Miners 
Memorial Trust laid a wreath at 
the Hamstead Colliery Mine Me¬ 
morial in Hamstead Road, Great 
Barr - 106 years to the day that a 
fire at the mine claimed the lives 
of 25 miners and a brave rescuer, 
John Welsby. 

As people gathered, a poem written 
soon after the disaster was read out 
and a service was performed by the 


Reverend Smitha Prasadam. After the 
ceremony the group visited the trust’s 
museum at the Tanhouse Community 
Centre to reminisce about the colliery 
and welcome the trust’s new chair¬ 
man, Councillor Keith Davies. 

Vlad Novakovich, was the last per¬ 
son to leave the mine when it closed on 
March 26, 1965, he said: “Conditions 
were tough when I first arrived, but 
they invested more than £3 million 
in modernising the mines with new 
equipment and it was much better. 

“It was a sad day for everyone when 
the mine closed, but the competition 
from North Sea gas meant people no 
long relied on coal like they once had.” 


The 87-year-old had fought with the 
British Army during the Second World 
War, but came to the country to work 
down the mines, eventually spending 
more than 14 years at Hamstead Col¬ 
liery. 

Councillor Tony Ward, was one of 
the founding members of the group 
and helped design the memorial that 
was constructed using old mining 
equipment in Hamstead Road 

He said: “When the monument was 
first created it was as much about 
bringing the community together, to 
remember the disaster. Seeing all the 
people that turned out today, I would 
say that goal has been achieved.””

WHEN people think of the

Harry, known as Denis by 
his friends, has been giving up 
his spare time to help people at 
Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust for 23 years 
and at the age of 88 has no inten¬ 
tion of stopping soon. 

Occupational 

Denis, from Handsworth Wood, 
said: “I first started volunteering 
at the hospital after my wife was 
in for two months, after that I just 
kept coming.” 

When asked why he kept com¬ 
ing to volunteer, Denis replied: 
“Habit. I was a market trader and 
now I sell the hospital to people. 

“It is occupational therapy for 
me. 

“It gives me a sense of purpose 
and a reason to get up on a morn¬ 
ing to come in and help.” 

Denis can normally be found 
at the blood tests desk in the 
Birmingham Treatment Centre 
or helping out in the League of 
Friends shop in the Sheldon Block 
at City Hospital, but has also 
volunteered all over the hospital 


including the main entrance. It 
is not just his time that Denis is 
generous with. 

For his 80th birthday, instead 
of asking for gifts, he requested 
that money be donated in order to 
raise money to buy a wheelchair 
that would be placed at the front 
desk for patients who needed it. 

Equipment 

Denis said: “It was nice to be 
able to give something back and 
what better way than to provide a 
piece of equipment that will bene¬ 
fit patients” 


He has seen a lot of change dur¬ 
ing his time volunteering in the 
Trust. 

Outside of volunteering, Den¬ 
is enjoys spending time with his 
grand daughters and their horses. 

A former rider himself, he en¬ 
joys going to see them in dressage 
while also longing in the horse 
box with a Sunday paper. 

He added: “Some of this volun¬ 
teering has rubbed off my grand¬ 
daughter is now a Guides leader.” 

When asked if he would ever 
consider stopping his volunteer¬ 
ing, his answer was simple: “No.”

£50,000 hope to bring 
hero Bill's medal home 


A BID to bring a Second 
World War hero’s Victoria 
Cross medal back to his 
home town have been hit by 
a setback. 

Council chiefs have pledged to 
put the medal on show, but have 
been told they must first spend at 
least £50,000 on security improve¬ 
ments for the venue earmarked 
for their display. 

The plan is to put Bill Savage’s Vic¬ 
toria Cross on display in Smethwick 
Library. Sandwell Council has how¬ 
ever been told it must first cover the 
cost of improving security. 

The authority says its finances are 
already stretched so they cannot give 
a timescale but they have insisted they 
are committed and will seek grant 
funding from organisations such as 
Arts Council England and the Herit¬ 
age Lottery Fund. 

Audacious 

Able Seaman Savage, aged 30, was 
posthumously awarded the VC for his 
role as a gunner in the 1942 raid on 
a German naval base at St Nazaire, 
France. The docks were a heavily for¬ 
tified haven for German U-boats and 
attack destroyers which were inflict¬ 
ing heavy losses on merchant shipping 
vital for Britain’s survival. Against all 
odds, the audacious raid, codenamed 
Operation Chariot, succeeded, but at 
a terrible cost. 

Of the 611 sailors and commandos 
who took part in the raid - said to be 
the most daring in military history - 
162 were killed, including Bill. 

His citation said: “Completely ex¬ 
posed and under heavy fire he engaged 
positions ashore with cool and steady 
accuracy. On the way out of the har-

hour he kept up the same vigorous 
and accurate fire against the attacking 
ships until he was killed at his gun. 

“This award, too, is in recognition 
not only of Savage’s gallantry and de¬ 
votion to duty, but also of many oth¬ 
ers.” 

Mr Savage’s widow Doris fell on 
hard times and in 1990 she sold the 


medal for £50,000. She died soon after. 

Sandwell Council has been in nego¬ 
tiations with the National Maritime 
Museum at Greenwich, where the VC 
is in a storeroom. 

Councillor Darren Cooper, leader of 
Sandwell Council, said officers were 
continuing to look at ways of bringing 
the medal home to the borough.”

Dermot's new project 
is out of this world 


D ermot O’Leary is no stranger 
to the pressures of live TV - 
after all, he’s the man who 
has had to get Louis Walsh to make 
his mind up about who he’s sending 
home on The X Factor. 

But now he’s about take on an 
even bigger challenge, as he helms 
a ground-breaking broadcast from 
the International Space Station. 

The presenter won’t actually be 
going into orbit himself, but he’s 
thrilled just to be our man at 
Mission Control in Houston. 

Dermot says: ‘This is such a 
mega and amazing programme to 
be part of, I am so looking forward 
to presenting it and I cannot wait. 

“Going live with a TV show is 
always great, but to be able to say 
‘now we are going live to the Space 
Station’ will be a fantastic and 
surreal experience.” 

It’s going to be fairly mind-blowing 
for viewers as well, as the 
programme aims to take us around 
the world in 90 minutes - over the 
course of the broadcast, the space 


station will be orbiting 250 miles 
above the Earth at speeds of up to 
17,500 miles-per-hour. 

And when they’re not sharing 
their incredible views of our planet, 
two of the ISS’s English-speaking 
astronauts, Rick Mastracchio and 
Koichi Wakata, will be interacting 
with the Earth-bound public. 

No doubt Dermot will have a few 
questions for them as well. “For me, 
the point of going into television is I 
am always interested in people - 
whether it is an astronaut or a cab 
driver. I love getting stories and it is 
why I do the job I do. 

“My fascination for this 
programme is two-fold. Aside 
from the live link-up and how 
brilliant that will be, there is that 
macabre thing where you wonder 
what you would do if something 
goes wrong. How do they deal with 
it? What do they do? Then there 
are the ordinary, daily things like 
how do they shave? How do they 
go about their day-to-day lives? 
Everything about it all fascinates 
me.” 


Although Dermot admits he’s not 
an expert on space exploration, he 
does have a few boffins on hand. 

He’ll be joined in Houston by Mike 
Massimino, one of the astronauts 
who helped repair and upgrade the 
Hubble Telescope, but who might 
be best known to regular Channel 4 
watchers for his cameo 
appearances on The Big Bang 
Theory, and there are also 
contributions from Stephen Hawking 
and British astronaut Tim Peake. 

So after doing all the research 
and preparation for the show, and 
rubbing shoulders with the experts, 
is there a part of Dermot that 
wishes he was broadcasting from 
the Space Station itself?

Popular Leon gets estate 


By Graham Breeze 


Why it’s taken SEAT so long to 
introduce an estate version of 
the popular Leon range is any¬ 
one’s guess. 

But now they have and the company has 
done a great job, managing to keep the 
highly impressive hatchback’s style and 
handling in place. 

It’s called a Sports Tourer - but it is an 
estate in my book - and the third bodystyle 
in the range, joining the five-door hatch 
and three-door Sport Coupe (SC). 

The line-up is the same as the five-door 
too with S, SE and FR trim levels, and 
power coming from a selection of turbo¬ 
charged petrol and diesel engines. My 
pick is the SE 1.6TDi 105PS version with a 
starting price of £19,495, average fuel con¬ 


sumption figures of an amazing 74.3mpg 
and C02 emissions of only 99g/km. 

Surprisingly you still get a top speed of 
119mph from this model though getting to 
62mph will take you over 11 seconds. 

So SEAT haven’t let anyone down with 
the performance side and certainly haven’t 
with the additional space. 

Boot space is particularly impressive 
and while the Leon is not top of the class it 
does command a medal place with an im¬ 
pressive moveable boot floor, easy folding 
rear seats and even a folding front passen¬ 
ger seat, just in case you need to carry the 
odd coffin. 

The Leon shares the same chassis as 
Audi A3 and VW Golf, so solid handling is 
guaranteed, with a tight ride and respon¬ 
sive steering, though the ride is quite firm 
and was commented on by rear seat pas¬ 
sengers. Inside this Leon is a genuine five 
seater with leg and head room to spare 




with the fascia taken from the earlier models. 
Like all SEAT’S that means practical and simple. 

The touch-screen conrol centre is well posi¬ 
tioned and simple to operate, which is a real bo¬ 
nus when driving different cars each week. Often 
the week has gone by the time I have mastered 
the controls. Why can’t they all be standard? 

There’s the same safety levels as on the rest 
of the range. That means seven airbags, stability 
control, emergency brake assist and a tyre pres¬ 
sure monitoring system. 

You get active front head restraints to mini¬ 
mise whiplash, Isofix child-seat mounting points, 
remote central locking and an alarm which has 
helped SEAT record the maximum five stars in 
Euro NCAP crash tests. 

The test car came complete with LED head¬ 


lamps and DAB digital radio, heated front seats, 
heated front washers, rain sensing wipers, light 
sensors and electric folding door mirrors. 

I was impressed by the automatic light dipping 
system, which must be a big must for all man¬ 
ufacturers, and the driver pack, which includes 
lane assist. You get Bluetooth, USB input, air- 
con, colour touch-screen, wheel-mounted audio 
controls and electric front windows, so you get 
quite a bit for your money. It also had 17” alloys 
and tinted rear windows, all of which totalled 
£3,330 and helped the price up to £22,825. 

The big competition will probably come from 
Skoda and Golf and SEAT is the cheaper option. 

I’ve become a bit of a SEAT fan over the years 
and I can’t say that I’m anything but impressed 
by this latest addition.

Talk to anyone who really knows about cars 
and they’ll tell you how good the latest gen¬ 
eration Corsa is. Trouble is, the man in the 
street still associates the Corsa with the me¬ 
diocre old vehicles which replaced the Nova 
and weren’t particularly great. 

The ADAM rides on a cut down version of the Corsa’s 
chassis and that can only be good news. 

It’s been extensively re-engineered to suit the demands of 
the shorter wheelbase. It’s ostensibly quite a simple set-up 
but Vauxhall has invested years of know-how into it. 

Up front are a set of MacPherson struts while the rear end 
utilises a torsion beam set-up. Ease of use on urban roads 
is enhanced by a CITY mode, which increases the electronic 
power steering system’s assistance at lower speeds. 

This is a car that’s going to sell largely on whether the 
styling chimes with new car buyers and Vauxhall certainly 
can’t be accused of going at it half-cocked. There’s a lot 
going on, the design work attributed to Brit, Mark Adams’ 
team in Europe. 

The ADAM incorporates a ‘floating’ roof which is visually 
disconnected from the body, which works particularly well 
with two-tone colour schemes. It looks like no other Vauxhall 
but still incorporates a bunch of existing styling cues. 

Like MINI, Vauxhall is looking to appeal to the customer’s 
sense of individuality in the sheer amount of colour combi¬ 
nations and materials. Wheels range from 16in in size for 
entry-level cars and there are 17 and 18in options further 
up the range, with a lowered sports chassis part of the deal. 

Unlike many cars which offer striking exterior designs, but 
an interior which betrays a sudden curtailment of develop¬ 
ment budget, the cabin of the ADAM is, if anything, even 
bolder than the exterior. 

Riotous 

There’s extensive use of body-coloured trim inserts, not 
only on the dashboard but also reaching along the centre 
console and onto the steering wheel, aimed at giving the 
interior a real riotous personality. 

A seven-inch touch screen interface is the big point of in¬ 
terest from a technological perspective. It’s both iPhone and 
android compatible, and can access internet-downloaded 
apps in the same manner as the latest Renault Clio and Peu¬ 
geot 208. Where specified, the navigation and infotainment 
controls are all marshalled by the touch screen. There’s 
even a choice of headlining, including an LED-lit starlight 
roof trim. 

Prices for the 1.2-litre ADAM start at just over £11,000, 
so there’s a saving of around £300 over the lesser-pow¬ 
ered of the two 1.4-litre petrol models. Whichever engine 
you choose, the ADAM is offered with three trim levels, JAM 
(fashionable/colourful), GLAM (elegant/sophisticated) and 
SLAM (racy/sporty). 

The latest generation ESP system is standard on all 
models and it also includes a Hill Start Assist function. The 
wonderful star-effect roof and a heated steering wheel are 
options which differentiate the Vauxhall from run-of-the-mill 
city car contenders and these features are key in a market 
that’s not always led fully by upfront pricing. 

Expect 53.3mpg on the combined cycle and 124g/km 
of C02 from a 1.2-litre ADAM, figures which improve to 
56.5mpg and 118g/km if you specify the extra cost ecoF- 
LEX package. As well as low rolling resistance tyres, this 
includes a start/stop system which cuts the engine when 
you don’t need it, stuck in traffic or waiting at the lights. 

All enough to make a difference of around five per cent 
to your figures, stats you can hopefully replicate on a day- 
to-day basis thanks to an ‘Eco Drive Assistant’ - basically 
a section of the trip computer which monitors energy con¬ 
sumption and indicates when to shift up.

Brunt was injured when he twisted awk¬

NEED TO BE ASKED

SEVEN games into Pepe Mel’s Haw¬ 
thorns reign, his team find them¬ 
selves sliding deeper and deeper into 
crisis. 

Four vital matches loom against sides that, 
under normal circumstances, they might fancy 
themselves to beat and there are question to be 


asked. 

As they start their prepa¬ 
rations for Saturday’s trip to 
Swansea, the central ques¬ 
tion for Albion chairman- 
Jeremy Peace is a simple 
one: Are Albion more likely 
to pick up the points they 
need against the Swans, 
Hull, Cardiff and Norwich 
with or without Mel? 

Peace has the luxury of 
inside knowledge from con¬ 
versations with players, 
staff and colleagues at the 
training ground and beyond.

But what he and Albion’s 
supporters saw on Satur¬ 
day against United must 
surely have left him with 
the sinking feeling that the 
team have become worse, 
not better, since he took a 
gamble on taking the club’s 
irritatingly titled ‘football 
department’ in a very dif¬ 
ferent direction. 

To lay the blame for the 
Baggies’ worsening plight 
at Mel’s door would, un¬ 
questionably, be harsh and 
would allow many other 
guilty parties off the hook - 
at least for now. 

The Spaniard inherited a 
squad devoid of confidence, 
wedded to the methods of 
two coaches with a football 
philosophy at odds with his 
own and, most crucially of 
all, weakened progressively 
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by a transfer policy rooted 
in stubbornness and thrown 
into chaos by changes in 
personnel. 

The job he was handed 
would have challenged even 
a manager steeped in the de¬ 
mands of the English game, 
so a Premier League novice 
could count himself incredi¬ 
bly unlucky to carry the can 
for failure less than nine 
weeks in the job. 

There were periods of en¬ 
couragement and, for much 
of a flat first half, Mel’s men 
just about held their own 
against a United side also 
under pressure after a dif¬ 
ficult first campaign under 
David Moyes.Yet overall 
the Albion effort was un¬ 
dermined by an an apparent 
shortage of purpose and a 
total lack of conviction.
